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650,000 Steel Workers Set to Strike At Midnight 
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PICKETING TO MULTIPLY PHONE 
SERVICE JAMS, UNION PREDICTS 
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New York, April 8—^P—Strik- 


ing CIO Communications Workers 
are causing few delays to tele- 
phone service across the nation, 
but a onion official says picketing 
will multiply the jams starting to- 
morrow. 


Coupled with a Western Union 


strike, now in its sixth day, an 
effective stoppage of telephone 
service would leave air-mail as the 
nation's chief means of relatively- 
quick, long distance communica- 
tion. 


A clearing of the clouded com- 


munications picture was not an 
Immediate prospect. Federal me- 
diators were working on both the 
telephone and telegraph disputes, 
but their efforts were fruitless. 


The unique situation that caught 


the telephone and telegraph serv- 
ices simultaneously stems from 
union demands for wage increases, 
but the strikes are not related. 


Some 67,000 CIO Communica- 


tions Workers of America (CWA) 
went on strike yesterday in the 
dispute against American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company 
systems in four states and the 
Western Electric Company In 43 
states. 
Nationwide picketing is 


scheduled to start tomorrow'

In the Western Union walkout, 


about 30,000 members of the AFL 
Commercial Telegraphers' Union 
(CTU) have been out .since last 
Thursday. 


Western Union claims it has re- 


stored service between 82 key cit- 
ies. But the CTU says it has "the 
country sewed up" outside of New 
York, where an independent union 
represents employes. 


The full impact of the telephone 


strike was not immediately felt. 
The CIO strikers posted few pick- 
ets at telephone exchanges, and 
in the four states where opera- 
tors left their jobs supervisory 
personnel took over. 


Sixty to 80 per cent of the na- 


tion's phones are on automatic dial

ing steelmaker accused govern- 
ment and labor leaders with mak- 
ing a deal on a wage increase as 
the final hours before a nation*, 
wide steel strike ticked away. 


The charge was hurled by Ern- 


est T. Weir, board chairman of the 
National Steel Corp., who told a 
news conference that the recom- 
mendations of the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board for settling the steel 
dispute followed what he bluntly 
termed a deal. 


In Washington, the Commerce 


Department was reported ready to 
take over the steel industry if 
President Truman gives the order 
for seizure. 


"There must have been a deal 


between powers in the administra- 
tion and labor leaders in which 
the labor leaders received assjpr- 
ance their demands would have 
support," declared Weir. 


Weir called for use of the emer- 


gency provisions of the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act to avert the midnight 
strike by 650,000 unionists. 


Under the law, President Tru- 


man can ask the courts for an 
order which would delay the strike 
for 80 days. 


Meanwhile, America's great steel 


industry rushed toward a complete 
shutdown with government, indus- 
try and labor leaders holding out 
scant hope of staving off the walk- 
out. 


Mill shutdowns already have 


idled more than 100,000 of the 
§50,000 CIO United Steelworkers 
ordered to strike some 98 steel 
producing companies. 


Allied industries, like railroads,

up and do^ n the Allegheny ri\ er. It is concentrated 
in a small group of persons whose chief interest 
in keeping the dam from being built is their desire 
to continue to reap the benefits of the petroleum 
and natural gas resources still available, in some 
measure, throughout the 
area 
which 
would be 


inundated. 


Added to this group is, of course, the large num- 


ber of land and home owners whose properties would 
be lost to them forever. Sentimental attachment of 
many of these folk is sincere and deep-rooted. In a 
number of cases, homes are being occupied by the 
tttird and fourth generation. No financial remunera- 
tion, however great, can make up for the loss of a 
homestead, a beloved family seat, but an under- 
standing government does stand ready to establish 
monetary values on lands and buildings and make 
restitution. 


But it may be said of the home-owners that, with 


the passage of time since Congress approved the Kin- 
zua Dam, they are agreed that the construction is 
inevitable, that.it will come sooner or later and they 
are now in better shape to face it than when the blow 
first fell. Even their opposition is diminishing, even 
though under stress of necessity. 


Much of Congress' possible opposition to build- 


ing the Kinzua Dam is expected to be overcome 
when statisticians prove that the federal government 
itself will be the chief beneficiary. For flood losses 
are deductible items in income tax returns, and floods 
such as have invaded Warren, Pittsburgh and other 
towns along the Allegheny cost Uncle Sam more than 
his dams. 


Sixteen years since the St. Patrick's Day flood 


of 1936 brought grave doubts of the future of Pitts- 
burgh, United States engineers are on the next to 
the last lap of the long job of adding to Pittsburgh's 
flood protection by construction of the Conemaugh 
dam. 
Building of the Kinzua Dam is next on their 


agenda. Even without opposition in the section 
where the .dam, is 
to be built, the project is 


stupendous. With opposition diminishing, the task 
is made less arduous. 


That there is a change of sentiment along the 


upper Allegheny riverjhere can be no doubt. Many 
people are coming around, finally, to accept the word 
of the U. S. Engineers that Warren would be afforded 
full flood protection by construction of the Kinzua 
Dam. 


Colonel Conrad P. Hardy, District Engineer for 


the U. S. Corps of Engineers, reported that "Warren 
has a flood problem as is evidenced by the record of 
floods and the damages due to the floods of 1947 and 
1948. 
The authorized Allegheny River flood control 


reservoir would provide Warren, Pa., with virtually 
complete flood protection." 


His report stated that "the most favorable local 


flood protection for Warren, Pa., is by means of a 
comprehensive channel improvement of the Alle- 
gheny River and Conewango Creek through the 
main part of the Borough," but that "Provision of 
local flood protection by the best available manner 
is not economically justified if completion of the 
authorized Allegheny River reservoir is anticipated 
dwing the expected life of such local flood protection 
measures." 
His report also stated: 
"Provision of 


local flood protection by the best available means, 
even if the authorized Allegheny River flood control 
reservoir were not eventually to be provided, would 
not be economically justified at this time. It is 
recommended that a review report of survey scope, 
with respect to local flood protection at and in the 
vicinity of Warren, Pa., be not made at this time." 


Colonel Hardy minimized the importance of Cone- 


wango Creek in contributing to the flood danger 
h«re. He said flood crests in and due to Conewango

Lack of Wealth Poses Problem 
For Asia's Income Tax Agents

1WfASHINGTON— (NEA)— Lavish entertainment given Mrs. Eleanor 


Roosevelt by the wealthy Nizam of Hyderabad stirred up some 


eyebrows among American taxpayers. Principal question raised was 
how much these hereditary Indian princes are being taxed today, 
along with the U S. taxpayers who are contributing military and 
economic aid to the whole area from Turkey to Indonesia. 


While tax collectors have been cursed up and down these ancient 


lands ever since Bible times and before, it is only in recent years that 
anything like a modern tax system has begun to make its appearance in 
Asia. Many of the >oung governments, born since the war, are still 
experimenting with their tax laws. 


In Saudi Arabia and some of the other Mohemmedan countries, the 


income tax is considered contrary to Moslem law, lor the natives. They 
pay only religious tithes, called zakats. Foreign corporations like 
the Arabian-American oil company pay income taxes, however. The oil 
company pays Us royalties and whatever is left over, UD to 50 per 
cent of its income, is called income tax. 


One of the great handicaps to putting modern income tax systems 


into effect in Asia is that there is little wealth to tax. Per capita income 
is $40 a year in Saudi Arabia and Yemen In India it is $57. It is $85 
in Iraq, $98 in Jordan, $108 in Syria, $121 in Egypt and $125 in Lebanon. 


In only one country, Israel, does the average income rise above 


these levels. There it it $720 a year— just half of last year's U- S per 
capita income of $1440. 


TSRAEL has a really tough tax system. On the first 300 Israeli pounds 


of income— roughly $150-the tax is 15 per cent. Tax credits are 


given for dependents up to $50. The credit for a wife is 30 pounds

«E;?dually to »° P« cent on all net income over 7000 
pounds— $3500. These tax rates are now considered to oppressive that 
they are being revised on lowest and highest incomes. But luxury lax 
rates are being raised from 35 to 75 per cent on some items 


India t tax problem is perhaps the most complicated of the whole 


area. Individual income taxes for 1949, the last year foTwhlch falTdS" 
are available, were paid by only 382,000 out of India's 350 million 
people. 


Two principal reasons are given. First is that most of the 849,618,000 


people had no taxable income. The other reason is that all agricultural 
income is exempt from income taxes. -

THE REV. EDWARD K. ROGERS, First Lptherm 


HE CARRIED CHRIST'S CROSS 


Mark 15.21 


When Jesus came to the wall of Jerusalem, bearing His cross to 


Golgotha, He was too weakened by the burden of the thing and 
the mistreatment which had be?n accorded Him to go any farther. 
Even the hardened Roman soldiers realized this so they forced a 
parsing man, on his way into the city, to carry the cross. 


Simon was his name and he nad been born in the North African 


area of Syrenaica. There was a large colony of Jews there and so 
many came back to Jeruselem that it was possible for them to 
have their own synagogue. People from Cyrene were listed among 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem who marveled ^at hearing the Christ- 
ians speak in the tongue of their native lands on the occasion of 
Pentecost. It seems doubtful that Simon was a follower of. Jesus 
when he was forced to bear the cross. He was not among the 
crowd which was following our Lord to the place of crucifixion, 
for it says that he was coming into the city aa the crowd was 
leaving the town for the open area beyond the wall to the north 
of Jerusalem. He just happened to be the first man to come along 
when Christ collapsed under the cross. 
• • 


So it occurred that Simon carried the cross of Christ. I dare 


say that he did not do so gladly for the cross would have been 
heavy and, furthermore, it was a mark of shame, an instrument 
of execution usually borne by the condemned criminal for whom 
it was intended. But Simon had to shoulder the beams and drag 
them to Golgotha. 


Something certainly happened to him aa he did ao. Perhaps 


for the first time he wondered about this Jesus. When the place 
of execution was reached he no doubt sat down after the exertion 
to watch the crucifixion while he rested. He was impressed, like 
the Roman cetiturian in charge of the soldiers, with the majestic 
dignity of Christ. In his mind and soul he realized that this man 
was no criminal and aa he returned to his home he could not for- 
get Jesus whose cron he had carried. I wonder if anything would 
have happened in Simon's soul if he had not done something for 
Christ—carried His cross? 


But something did happen! Two sons of Simon are mentioned 


by Mark in such a way that we must assume that they were 
Christians, and well known ones at that. Most likely they were 
brought to faith by their father. We read of Cyrenian disciple* 
going to Antioch to teach about Christ when persecutions after 
the death of Stephen drove them from Jerusalem. Could it be that 
Simon shared his faith with his fellow countrymen ? Indeed, some- 
thing always happens In our souls when we carry a burden for 
our Lord—and nothing much can happen in* them, by way of real 
faith, until we do carry the cross of serviced for Him.

SENTIMENT SWINGS TO KJNZUA DAM 


(From Page Four) 


Creek follow the flood crests in and due to the Alle- 
gheny River at Warren by approximately 24 hours, 
and that flooding along the banks of Conewango 
Creek in Warren results primarily from backwater 
from the Allegheny River. 


(As regards the millrace, the report stated: "Lo- 


cal interests have suggested that the millrace from 
the dam above Pennsylvania avenue to the Allegheny 
River be developed as an auxiliary channel, by 
clearing it of obstruction and enlarging it where 
practicable. 
Such an improvement would not be 


sufficiently effective to warrant the expense. The 
possibilities of effective improvement are limited 
in relation to bordering developments, and bridge and 
building openings." 


Pittsburghers claim that if the Kinzua dam is 


necessary to Pittsburgh's protection, it is not too 
soon for public officials and civic organizations to 
start their campaign for this added flood protection, 
and that is just what they propose to do. 


That the possible cost of building the Kinzua 


dam is small compared to possible losses due to 
floods is realized when one remembers that the 
damage from Warren down the river to and_ includ- 
ing Pittsburgh amounted to -several hundred millions 
of dollars in 1936 alone. 


Construction of the Conemaugh dam, to be finish- 


ed this year with a four million dollar appropriation, 
almost doubles Pittsburgh's flood protection. It was 
a long job. The engineers tried for years to get work 
started on the dam. For a. time, the state govern- 
ment held up the job by refusing approval. 
Then 


World War n suspended such work. 


The Conemaugh dam was started with an appro- 


priation from the first post-war flood control, bill. 
The appropriation just barely got by Congress and 
then only because the public-spirited citizens of Pitts- 
burgh demanded action to protect their city. That 
was six years ago, and now they are ready to again 
take up the battle and see that full protection is af- 
forded by construction of the Kinzua dam. -Half a 
dozen dams, including Conemaugh, now protect 
the city. 


The cost of constructing the last link, the Kinzua 


dam, will be small compared to the benefits it will 
provide for Warren and Pittsburgh and all the cities 
along the.Allegheny. 


Better Grasslands Grown 
From Adapted Varieties 


'"Good. *eed, ample totalizer ot the 
right kind, proper inoculation, in- 
telligent use of fungicides and insee- 
ticidei, weed eradication all in- 
ereave the farmer'* return from bis 
land, but if good seed of the proper 
kind in not used in the beginning, 
all the others become ineffective 
and the money spent for them Is 
either wholly waited or give* much 
immller returns. 


The better yieldf and greater 


profits obtained from improved va- 
rieties of corn, wheat, cotton, oats, 
flax and other annual farm crops 
have been recognised by good farm- 
ers for many year* but even with 
these crops greater credit for in- 
creased yields has often been given 
incorrectly to lomething e-ther than 
good seed of the rigbt variety. 


With pasture and meadow crop*, 
the use of improved varieties has 
been held back—first, by the rtow 
progress in a breeding program— 
second, by the lack of unproved va- 
rieties adapted to one's particular 
locality «nd conditions — third, by 
the lack of emphasis by extension 
agencies and others to the specific 
increased returns from such varie- 
ties—and fourth, by the failure of 
the farmer to recognize the differ- 
ences between common and im- 
proved strains and to utilize the 
means at our disposal to measure 
those differences. 


With most annual farm crops 
other than pasture and meadow 
crops the yield for the season and 
the comparative quality of the prod- 
ucts are the two direct measures of 
relative values. With most grasses 
and legumes we have the added fac- 
tors of winter hardiness, relative 
yields over a period ol years while 
the land is occupied, compatibility 
as to soil and season of maturity 
with other grasses and legumes, 
longevity, and versatility of use for 
hay. silage, pasture, cover crop, 
green manure, and soil retention. 
The complicated nature of all these 
factors and their intricate inter-re- 
lationships make it difficult for the 
farmer to recognize and appraise 
their value for his particular use. 
He finds it more necessary to de- 
pend upon the results obtained from 
the carefully planned and conducted 
trials of agricultural experiment 
stations over a period of years. The 
comparative yields of a single crop 
may b* relatively insignificant in 
determining the long range com- 
parative values in a grassland .pro- 
gram. 


The increased cost of certified 
seed of Ranger or Buffalo alfalfa, 
spread over a number of years and 
covering many hay crops or years 
of pasture becomes « small item

ment. I wouldn't have embarked 
on this course had I not felt some 
confidence that the parties will be 
receptive."
